Opening of rhe Legislature. 

The first session of the Fifth Legis- 
lature of Albgrta will be formerly 
oponed on Thursday afternoon, Feb. 
‘2nd. No specidl invitations have been 
lissued but general invitation 
through the press has been issued 
to the public to attend, with special 
|seats reserved for Judges, members 
| of the Senate And House of Commons 
| and their wives, and the wives of the 
Alberta members. 

A consideyfable amount of legisla- 
tion is alreatly prepared by the cab- 
inet for the/session and will be pre- 
sented withih a few days of the open- 
ing, so that there will be no delay 
in getting |down to business. Only 
such legislation as is absolutely nec- 
essary will be presented at this ses- 
Other) equally desirable legis- 
lation will ba left for another session, 
when the cabinet will have had a 
greater opportunity of investigating 
desirable features of such 
tion. \ 

As has been| announced, O. L. Me- 
Pherson, prembbr for Little Bow, will 
be the speaker |of the new house. He 
is now at the Capital, being coached 
in his new duties. It is intended that 
the replies to the speech from the 
throne will be;proceeded with on Fri- 
day, the day /after the opening, af- 
ter which adjournment will be taken 
until the following Monday, when the 
debate on thé speech will be resumed 
if there arejany intending speakers 
and if not, the business of the House 
will be commenced immediately.

of poetry and more serious works. A study of the books offered for 
sale in one big store during this Canadian Authors’ Week proved a 
veritible revelation of the wealth of high-class reading produced by 
Canadians during the past two or three years. Last year far sur- 
passed any previous year both in quantity and quality of production, 
but even that record was broken this year. 

Unquestionably the institution of Canadian Authors’ Week had 
the effect of directing the attention of thousands of Canadians to the | 
work of their fellow citizens, and it undoubtedly has resulted in 
largely increased sales of Canadian written and made books, and a 
deeper interest in Canadian literature, 

To all lovers of Canada this cannot be otherwise than most 
gratifying because it is a well recognized fact that the literature of 
a country plays a profound and lasting part in influencing the 
thought and national life of a people.

But grant- 
ed that it has equal merit and is reasonable in price, the Canadian- 
made article should command the support of Canadians. 

Insofar as books by Canadian authors are concerned, they meet 
both these requirements. Furthermore, it is only Canadian writers 
who can truly and most sympathetically interpret Canada to Cana- 
dians, The writers of othe’ countries cannot be expected to do this 
because they are lacking in that love for Canada which is essential to 
a true interpretation of Canadian thought, ideals and _ national 
aspirations. 

Therefore, be 100 per cent. Canadian by buying and reading the 
works of our own Canadian writers, and become the proud possessor 
of a choice selection of hooks by Canadian poets and authors, The 
number of volumes one can afford may not be large, but it can al- 
ways be added to, and in a comparatively short time a really credit- 
able little library will result.

(From Special Correspondent at Edmonton For Call Readers) 


Premier Grenfield has announted that the policy of 


be to discourage any wholesale immigration: into this 

province until such time as economic conditions have 
been re-adjusted and a yeasonable assurance of success 
faces the settler. At the same/time, he believes that 
there should be preparatory work against the time when 
the tide turns, and that also there should be encourage- 
ment to good farmers from Grdat Britain, United States 
and elsewhere, who have a certain amount of capital, to 
come and estblish themselves here under the present low 
costs. In the meantime the problems of readjustemnts 
with respect to freight rates, marketing and natural re- 
sources are being given congentrated attention by the 


Government. ; 


Hon. George Hoadley, Minister of Agriculture, has 
announced important changés inthe “Cow Bill” he will 
present to the coming session. The chief, of these will 
be that the purchaser of cattle under this Bill must ac- 
cept a certain amount of financial responsibility from the 
start. Great difficulty has} arisen in the past through 
the present provisions of the Bill, under which the pur- 
chaser was free of liaility,for flve years. 


Premier Greenfleld has succeeded in securing from 
the Canadian Pacific Railway an agreement to pay a 
larger rate of of taxation on its right of way in Alberta. 
This agreement was the résult of his recent trip to Man- 
itoba. | 


The question o f better marketving has already re- 
ceived the attention of the Hon. George Hoadley,Minister 
of Agriculture. He has plans in this respect which will 
seek to improve the conditions under which the Alberta 


*|farmer is marketing his produce. More outstanding, 


however, are the efforts to impress upon the farmers the 
value of giving greater attention to the production of the 
stuff for which there is already, and always will be a 


{ready market. Involved in this also is the solution of the 
!Southern Alberta problem, and the breking up of the

The shape and strength and blood 
supply of each bone is just right for 
that bone, just as a well balanced 
piece of machinery must have every 
part fitted to do its work and must, 
have every part strong enough to last | 
Without too much weight or bulk. | 
; The bones of the jaw have as a pro- 
tection from the pressure of chewing |! 
only a very thin membrane composed 
of periosteum and mucosa which we! 
call the muce-perlosteum. 
| The teeth are set in sockets, prop- 
erly called alveoli, which are simply 
holes in the bone that fit the roots of | 
the teeth, 

There is a membrane that lines the , 
socket and at the same time covors | 
the tooth root, This is a double fac- 
ed membrane which protects and 
nourishes both the bony surface and 
the surface of the tooth root. The 
jjaws have transmitted to them the 
‘pressure that is made upon the teeth 
in chewing and the only thing that 
acts as a shock absorber is this one 
lite thin membrane that lines the 
socket. As much as two hifndred 
jand fifty pounds pressure to the 
square inch is frequently exerted upon 
the teeth. Whenever a tooth is lost 
the work that the other teeth do is 
increased so that the pressure of 
chewing is no longer distributed dver 
the whole jaw, but is confined to those 
spots where the teeth remain.

Cultivating Sponges 
Only Way of Making Supply Meet the 
Demand 

Although the demand for sponges 
for industrial and domestic uses is 
stearily increasing, the supply is rap- 
idly diminishing, and _ cultivation 
seems tuo be the only way of even ap- 
proximately keeping up the supply. 
iThe sponge has become a necessity 
'Many efforts have been made to sup- 
ply a satisfactory substitute, but no 
one has yet discovered one that is en- 
tirely adequate. Loofah and rubber, 
the most common substitutes, do not 
possess the proper absorbent and re- 
pilient qualities, The United States 
bureau of fisheries is interested in 
eponge growing and has begun the cul- 
tivation with satisfactory results, In 
planting sponges, the small cutting is 
attached by wire or cord to a cement 
disk and placed in the water. Ina 
few weeks the sponge attaches itself 
At maturity, when 
the sponge has been gathered, the disk 
can be used again, Among the im- 
portant points in the American sponge 
ltrade are the Caicos Islands, which

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Infense In Herd Testing 


Greater Interest Being Shown Than In 
Former Years 

The dairy and cold storage branch 
athe Dominion Department of Agri- 
culture reports a great increase in the 
mumber of herds and cows under test 
this year. Last year the increase 
was marked, especially in the prov- 
ince of Quebec, where upwards of a 
hundred per cent. more testing work 
was performed in 1920 than in 1919. 
The total number of herds tested in 
the nine provinces in 1920 was 8,847 
against 2,418 in 1919, and of cows 33,- 
882 against 22,517, The increase last 
year was due chiefly to Quebec and to 
Ontario and Nova Scotia in a lesser 
degree. The last named _ province 
shows an increase of 165 herds com- 
pared with 29 in Ontario.

Cuba Has Found Market For Her 
Molasses Crop 

{ “I'm out of gas, Let me have five 
‘gallons of molasses this time.” 

| If the owner of a car were to 
make this remark at a Canadian ser- 
vice station, there would be a hasty 
phone call for the police patrol.

jority of Havana cars. 

An auto dealer who has lately re- 
turned from the company's sugar 
iplantation in the island, says that the 
passing of the eighteenth amendment 
automatically destroyed Cuba’s market 
for millions of gallons of molasses. 
This molasses was formerly refined in 
America and distributed to the brew- 
ing companies. When the brewers 
ceased to brew, molasses became a 
drug on the Cuban market tempor- 
arily. 

Now a large percentage is being 
converted into denatured alcohol and 
forms the base of a new automobile 
fuel used by practigally all of the 
cheaper and many of the more ex- 
pensive cars in Cuba, This fuel sells 
for 29 cents a gallon against 50 cents 
a gallon for gasoline, 

“In spite of the bottom having 
dropped out of the sugar market, and 
of prohibition in the United States,” 
remarked Hires, “there are seemingly 
as many cars on the streets of Hav- 
ana as there were a year or two ago. 
Cuba has found a market for her mo- 
lasses crop. What does not go into 
automobile fuel is turned into pure 
alcohol and shipped to South America, 
where there is no eighteenth amend- 
ment. If Cuba can work out her ex- 
cess sugar problem as satisfactorily 
she has nothing to worry about.” 


Skull of Ape Man Found in Africa 


Discovered in Cave 60 Feet Below 
| Water Level 

| Scientists say the Darwinlan theory 
that Africa may have been the orig- 
inal home of the human race receiv- 
ed partial corroboration from the dis- 
covery just made in Northern Rhod- 
esia of a fossilized skull which gives 
a new orientation to the early history 
of primitive man. 

The skull, which is complete, save 
for the lower jaw, resembles that of 
the ape man (pithecanthropus erec- 
'tus) discovered in Java in 1892, which 
has been regarded as the most primi- 
tive Suman skull known until now. 
The Java skull, however, lacked a 
face. In this respect, the Rhodesian 
fossil reveals a type curiously simi- 
lar to what is known as the Gibraltar 
skull. 

Moreover, a collar bone, a leg bone 
and part of a hip bone believed to 
belong to the skull have also been 
unearthed, and these may enable 
anatomists to reconstruet the main 
parts of the whole Rhodesian skele- 
ton, : 
| The scene 
the “Bone Cave” of the Broken Hill 
mine, already famous for the beauty 
of its stalactites and stalagmites and 
for the remarkable fact that the lime 
of which they were originally com- 
posed have been largely replaced by 
phosphates of zine and lead, 

It was the commercial value of 
these formations that led to the 
transformation of this cave into one 
of the strangest mines ever worked. 

{| The floor consisted of a mass of 
fossilized remains of elephants, lions, 
leopards, rhinoceri, hippopotami, an- 


telopes, birds, bats and small mam- 
mals. Hundreds of tons of these 
animal remains had been removed, 


but no trace of man was discovered 
until a depth of 60 feet below water 
level was reached, when the bones 
\described were found surrounded by 
soft frlable lead conglomerate.

Sir Edgar Speyer Held Guilty of Giv- 
H ing Aid to King’s Enemies 

Sir Edgar Speyer has been deprived 
of his British nationality by a report 
of a special Statutory Committee, 
which was appointed recently to in- 
quire into charges that he had been 
guilty of conduct incompatible with 
|his Oath.of allegiance to King George 
|V. and giving aid and @6mfort to the 
King's enemies. The evidenee before 
the committee was taken in camera, 
but it is understood great stress was 
laid by the Attorney-General on testi- 
mony procured by a commission in the 


United States, showing Sir Edgar's re- ' 


lations with Dr. Karlmuch, and other 
Germans in the United States during 
the war, This decision automatically 
deprives Sir Edgar of his British 
Privy Councillorship, but he retains 
his baronetcy until King George, by 
;order-in-council, annuls it. He has 
ithe right to appeal to the Supreme 
Court on questions of law, if he elects 
to do so.

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Desert Cactus Is Useful

Many Things Are Made From Dif. 
| ferent Species of Plant 

The huge cactus which grows in 
abundance on desert soil is being turn- 
ed to useful account today. 

The woody part of the trunk sup- 
plies material for table-legs, chairs, 
canes and veneering. The prickly 
spikes are made into toothpicks, need- 
les, and pins for mending leather. The 
pulp in the stem is cut into strips, and 
is stewed or fried for human food. 
Cheese {s made from the fruits of 
some cactus plants, and the red juice 
is. used to color ice creams and 
jellies, 

There are many different kinds of 
cactus, some growing to a height of 
sixty feet. Many of the different 
species bear fruit which is eaten raw 
or when dried, and one particular part 
of the plant is often eaten by natives 
owing to its peculiar power of allay- 
ing both hunger and thirst, and act- 
ing as well as a powerful stimulant.
